In a complex 
civilization like ours, where’ the 
rewards of commercial success are 
very great, the primitive idea of 
tithes has become an anachronism 
and an absurdity, and no system 
of proportional giving can satisfy 
the demands of justice, where the 
income is often many times that 
of a, Prime Minister or a Presi- 
dent of a stdte. 

“You will, therefore, under- 
stand me w hen I tell you that, 
prefatory, to the important en- 
gagements which I have under- 
taken to fulfill on my journey 
round the world, I have definitely 
decided to divest myself of all my | 
property: and form an incorpor- 
ated society which will provide the 
necessary funds for continuing in

Sir Henry has been a prominent | 
figure in many of the interna- 
tional religious conferences of the 
last 25 years. Each September he 
has brought together 100 or more 
religious leaders of Europe as his 
guests at one of his hotels in 
Murren, Switzerland, to further 
his dream of church unity. 

His tourist organization recently 
opened offices in New York 
through the Church Touring Guild, 
a semi-philanthropic organization 
which devotes all its net profits to 
providing free holidays for invalids 
and clergymen and to other relig- | 
ious and social ends. 

Forty-two years ago Sir Henry 
was a Methodist medica! mission- 
ary in India. His health failed 
and much against his will he was 
forced to leave the field. He went
